PEACE RIVER, Alta, July 30/— 
Oil in considerable; qua y was 
struck at the J. D. McArtittr well, 
14 miles north of this place, on the 
Peace River, on Friday, the 27th, at 
the depth of 886 feet, The oil 1s 
heavy and is pronounced by oll men 
to be of a good quality. Drilling has 
been suspended pending the capping 
of the well, but will be resumed im- 
mediately.

Drilling operations have been in 
progress for several months, and the 
drillers from the first expressed their 
firm belief in’ a successful outcome.

German General Staff Has 
to Face Imperative

LONDON, July 30.—The opening of 
the present week finds the prospects 
for the allies perhaps brighter than 
at any previous period of the war, ac- 
cording to the view held here, and 
the position of the central powers 
more discouraging. General Brusail- 
off's striking victory presents the Ger- 
man general staff with the imperative 
problem of how to reinforce the east- 
ern front, since General Von Linsin- 
Ken, Who was sent by the Germans to 
uid the shattered Austrians, has now 
been completely thrust back from the 
Lutsk salient. 

“But the same problem is present- 
ed on the western front, where,” says 
un official oc sspondent, “the cease- 
less battle seems stendily to gain in 
intensity. Doubtless the constant ar- 
rival of fresh German troops and 
runs,” he adds, “* has everything to do 
with this result:the eneiy shows on 
increasing tendency to counter at- 
tack.” 

Only After Strategic Points, 

“These counter attack’ have falled 
to stem the steady allied advance, and 
although at the present moment the 
fighting on the Somme is mainly de- 
vo.eu to gaining the mastery in small 
strategic positions, the keys to fur- 
ther progress remain here, 

The Russians’ remarkable victory 
reveals a most interesting situation, 
The army of the German general, 
Count Von Bothmer, holding the strip 
near the Lemberg-Tarnopol railroad, 
was a few weeks ago being outflanked 
on the south by General Lethchitsky's 
successful advance, when the Dniester 
floods prevented Letchitsky’s further 
udvance, This enabled Von Bothmer 
to hold on to the threatened positions. 
Gen. Sakharoff then devoted himself 
to enveloping Von Bothmer’s foresas 
on the north, with what success is 
r-en in his double victory west of 
Lutsk and at Brody, 

In a Tight Place, 

Thus outflanked north ond south, 
it is considered impossible that Count 
Von Bothmer can longer delay ex- 
tricating himself from his precarious 
positions, even if he can now do 80 
without serious losses, 

The Russians at Brody are at pre- 
sent nearer Lemberg than Von Koth- 
mer’s forces, which are entrusted with 
Lember’s defence, and although the 
country between Brody and Lemberg 
is very difficult it becomes a question 
whether the evacuation of both Kovel 
ond Lemberg will not soon become 
necessary.

Fire that started soon after the first 
great crash destroyed the huge ware- 
houses of the National Storage Com- 
pany, on Black Tom Island, in which 
were stored merchandise valued at be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $16,000,000, The 
flames, shooting into the clouds, were 
reflected against New York skyline of 
towering office buildings, which only a 
few moments before yere shaken to 
their foundations as by an earthquake. 
Miles of streets in New York City 
alone were strewn with broken glaas 
and shattered signs. 

Early reports of heavy loss of life 
were impossible of verifying, and the 
authorities asserted the number of 
deaths probably would be small, It 


was said that owing to the extra 
wreckage it would be days before the 
actual figure would be obtained. The 
cause of the disaster had not been de- 
termined tonight. Officials of the Na- 
timal Storage Company and the Leigh 
Valley Railroad, which also suffered 
heavily through loss of property, de- 
clared, however, that reports to them 
showed a fire started shortly after 1 
o'clock this morning on a barge which 
had been moored alongside ai dock 
used by the railroad company to trans- 
fer ammunition shipments from trains 
to vessels in the harnor. The barge, 
it was said, was there without au- 
thority of either the railroad or stor-

As a result of heavy 
fighting we made progress to the east 
of Watlot farm, Trones wood ani 
Maltzorn ferm, The enemy was en- 
countered in considerable  streng*h, 
and must haye suffered heavily. We 
captured 260 prisoners, 

“On our right flank the French also 
udvanced their line.

Russians Cross Stokhod. 

PETROGRAD, July 29, via London. 
—The official statement from head- 
quarters issued today is as follows: 

“Our forces have constructed 
bridges on the River Stokhod, in the 
region of Gulevitchi, and have crons- 
ed to the left bank, where they are 
strengthening the position they have, 
taken up.

“In the Kovel-Kojitche region our 
troops continue to advance, The 
enemy is retreating behind the Stok- 
hod River. 

“A large number of enemy aero- 
planes flew over our positions in a di- 
rection to the southwest of Lutsk, 
dropping bombs on the way and firing 
upon our troops with m ine guns. 

“To the south of the Dniester the 
enemy was pursued by our, troops in 
the direction of Stanisiau ahd fled to 
positions previously prepared by them.

mate manner. It has, however, been 
ascertained that the troops under 
General Brusiloff, during July 28 and 
29, captured two generals, more than 
660 ra and $2,000 men, including 
a considerable number of Germans. 
About 100 guns, including 29 heavy 
howitzers, have been captured. This 
includes 21 guns taken by General 
Letchitzky's troops. Sighty-five ma- 
chine guns also were taken by his 
troops.

BEGINS 4TH WAR 
IN FOUR YEARS

London, July 29.—The news that 
the Serbian army again is in action 
arouses speculation in London as to 
whether another phase of the preat 
allied offensive is about to be opened 
in the Saloniki theatre. 

For the past three days the Serbians 
have been engaged in a series of oper- 
ations with the object of driving the 
Bulgarians from positions which they 
occupy in Greek territory about half 
a dozen miles from the frontier, They 
already have captured a series of 
heights, where they maintain their 
positions, despite the artillery fire and 
counter attacks of the Bulgarians, 

A dispatch from Saloniki says: 

“The Serbian army has begun its 
fourth war in four yeara, Reorganiz- 
ed und re-equipped, it is again fight- 
ing its old enemies, the Bulgars, and 
the first skirmishes at  Kopil and 
north of Vodena have’ gone in its 
favor.”

“The Balkan 


dispatch from Bucharest 
peninsula, after pro- 
viding us with many surprises, per- 
haps holds others in store. The rela- 
tive calm which has prevailed recent- 
ly in that region has been more ap- 
parent than real. The signal for the 
advance has been well chosen by the 
allies, and the Serbian army is wait- 
ing with impatience for the moment 
which will allow it again to tread the 
soil of its fatherland.”

With Major 8. J. 
Robbins 


Major 8. J. Robbins, who, as re- 
presentative of the militia department 
at Ottawa is making a tour of the west 
in aid of recruiting for the Dominion, 
discussed the problem of recruiting in 
the Edmonton district with officers of 
fourteen battalions recruiting in the 
city, in the King Edward hotel at 
noon Saturday, 

Among the faces that were promin- 
ently brought out at the meeting is 
tnat there are far too many battalions 
endeavoring to recruit in Edmonton 
und district which already has borne 
the brunt of western recruiting. In 
the view of this fact there will in all 
probability be representations made to 
Ottawa to exclude all other battalions 
from the city for a period of six weeks, 
leaving the Edmonton units, 218th 
Irish Guards, the 202nd Sportsmen's 
and the 194th Highlanders a_ clear 
field to complete their ranks for over- 
seas service, 

Battalions Wanting Men. 

These battalions need the follow- 
ing men: 104th, 50; the 138th, 25; 
the 218th, 450; and the 202nd, 250, 
As the number of men needed to com- 
plete the 188th can be procured from 
any of the other Edmonton battalions 
at any time, the six weeks privilege 
«, exclusive recruiting applies to the 
cther three battalions, 

A review of the recruiting conditions 


showed that Edmonton had been the 
mecca for every new battalion 
throughout the west, and in many 


cases Eastern Canada, That this prac- 
tice was manifestly unfair to Edmon- 
ton and district was maintained by a 
number of the recruiting officers, Men 
were being drafted into Eastern Can- 
adian units whose’ special services 
could well be utilized in those units re- 
cruiting here, Competition in recruit- 
ing among the representatives of the 
14 different battalions in the city had 
become very keen and as a result the 
local units were getting far from their 
just share of the city and district re- 
eruilss 
Churches Honor Roll. 


Major Robbins, in speaking of the 
aids to recruiting, alluded very appre- 
ciatively to the honor roll of the city 
churches published Saturday in the 
Bulletin and said hoe thought it an 
admirable method to aid recruiting 
and stir up the patriotic feeling of the 
people, He was also in favor of hay- 


ing a demonstration here on Auzust 
the dth, in celebration of the  sec- 
ond anniversary of the war. He 


thought if this could be arranged it 
might aid materially in signing up a 
large number of men. 

Ag a close friend of David Lloyd 
George, with whom he said he had 
been a schoolmate and a correspond- 
ent for the past sixteen years, the 
major said that he had reason to be- 
lieve that there would not be many 
more months of warfare, and_ that 
they had begun to see the sun of vic- 
tory rising aboy the horizon. He

NIAGARA FALLS IS 
SEEKING EQUALITY 
FOR WAR PENSIONS 


Edmonton Asked to Co-Operate in a 
Memorial to the Government 
Urging Universal Rates, 


The city of Niagara Falls is asking 
the city of Edmonton if it will take up 
the question of pensions to wounded 
soldiere, now ihat subject is before the 
Lominion government. 

It voints out that Canada is a demo- 
cratic country where class distinctions 
do not or should not exist, and that 
pensions for wounds received by Can- 
# tian soldiers should be alike for both 
cfficers and privates. 

The city of Niagara Falls has pas- 
sed a resolution urging upon the Do- 
minion government that officers and 
privates should be treated with abso- 
lute equality in this respect, and copies 
of the resolution are being sent 
throughout the Dominion asking other 
municipalities to take similar action, 

it is stated in support that the Can- 
adian army is of a cosmopolitan char- 
acter, and has been recruiteq from 
every walk of life, and that in thous- 
ands of instances officers are superior 
to privates only by accident of war. 
in private life they are absolutely 
equal, and in coming back to private 
lite they are on equal terms and should 
be treated as such, The loss by injury 
to one is as great as the loss to the 
other, 

There is no desire, says the com- 
munieation, to criticize gallant offic- 
ers, but a sincere desire to see that 
the equally gallant privates get their 
Just dues, The wish igs to see that of- 
ficers and privates get absolutely 
everything which a grateful country 
can give them for their self-sacrifice, 
their devotion to duty and their gal- 
lant deeds on the flelds of battle.

1 Fire Station, city, who enlisted With 
the 68rd Battalion on July 4th, 1915, 
was received recently by Harry Shea, 
driver of the fire department staff, In 
the letter Private Cochrane tells of 
lis brother who was also a fireman 
at No. 1 station, being with the me 
chanical transport service in France. 
He also states that in company with 
cthers of the 68rd that he has had his 
first trip into the front line trenches 
and says the boys do not care as long 
as Fritz does not get a chance to get 
their number. 

He speaks of the crop conditions tn 
France in the country through whieh 
they travelled and back of the lines as 
being excellent and suggestive of a 
very fertile soil. 

At the time of the writing of the 
letter, July Sth, there were only 199 
of the 68rd Battalion left in England 
and they were soon to go over to the 
front in drafts, The boys were all 
well and happy and in hopes of get- 
ting an early opportunity to show the 
Germans how the Edmonton boys 
could fight.

INDIVIDUALISM 
IS A MENACE 


Organic Unity is the Teaching Of 
Christ, Says Rev, Dr. Patterson 
In His Farewell Sermon 


Preaching his farewell sermon in 
the First Baptist church yesterday to 
lurge congregations gathered to hew 
him the last time in that pulpit as 
their pastor, Rey, Dr, Patterson in the 
morning selected as his theme the 
Church of Christ and preached from 
the text he had chosen when inaugur- 
vting his ministry in Edimorton, seven 
und a half years ago: “I am the vine: 
ye are branches. He that abideth tp 
Me, and [ in him, the same beareth 
much truit; for apart from Me ye can 
ao nothing,” 

It was very “@vident, he said, as 
they looked at those words carefully, 
that Jesus did not intend to look at 
His church merely as an aggregation, 
of individuals gathered together for 
i comimon purpose. He thought of it 
as a communion of individuals: living, 
vital, an organism; not a pile of 
stones, to use a familiar tilustration, 
but a growing tree with life in all its 
parts, and whose parts have a neces- 
sary dependence on each other, It 
was clear these two ideas were almost 
the exact opposite of each other, 'f 
cne was the right idea‘of Jesus Christ, 
the other was wholly wrong, for each 
idea was fundamental and carried 
with it vital and far-reaching conclu- 
sions, 

Individualism a 

Alluding to society in following up 
this statement, he declared that the 
Inan who thought of society as an 
degregation of individuals because an 
cxagereratod individualist with no 


Menace. 


sense of obligation to his fellow men. 
“In individualism of this type is a 
inenace to the best interests of s0- 


ciety and is, therefore, eriminal. As 
& matter of fact, tacked on to a spirit 
that is willing to fatten and flourish on 
the souls and bodies of men is the 
conception in some form that socelety 
is an aggregation of individuals.” 
‘vYhose who thought of society as or- 
ganic in its character must think of 
the necessary dependenee of man up- 
on man and must taink of sacrifice for 
the well-being of others. “In faet, 
the man who regards his life as or- 
ganic ceases to think chiefly | of 
his personal rights, and to think of 
his obligations, his opportunities, for 
service and for doing good to his fel- 
iow men, As society as an aggereg: 
tion has behind it alk selfishness and 
“ll crime, so society as an organism 


has back of it the idea that makes 
the necessity of each man the con- 
cern of ‘all men.” 
Church Organic Unity. 
The words of Jesus Christ “I am 
the Vine: ye are the branches,” he 
proceeded, meant that the church 


shonld be an organic unity with the 
jiving Christ, the revelation of tie 
eternal God as the centre and source, 
here might be differences between 
the various parts of the chureh, yet 
the life of the church was one lite. 
(ne lite possessed all the disciples, ant 
it was the presence of the living God 
that made the Chureh of Christ. Lt 
was not a mere seciety of men and 
women for social, or educational, or 
philanthropic, or humanitarian, or 
even for religious purposes that con- 
stituted the church, The chureh was 
# society, but it wus vastiy more than 
it society, It was a union of men and 
cf women in the love and in the faith 
and spirit of Jesus; sharing His life 
und doing His will, If it was not 
that it was net a chureh of the living 
Christ at all, 

Speaking of the various denominua- 


tions and the differences between 
them, he said thet when they hil 
made the most of them, made of 


them all the most bigotted denominiu- 
Uonalist could make of them, yet did 
not this fact remain, Uhat however 
much they might dissociate  them- 
selves irom some other religious 
bodies, yet their life was bound up 
with their life, There was a very real 
sense in which one depended upon the 
other, They could not have a scandal 
in the life of one religious body with- 
out making it more divieult for others 
to do the work of Jesus Christ, 

Conthmiing to speak of the ipter- 
dependence of the churches of a Ge- 
homination, he emphasized that the 
iite of each was ‘bound up with the 
ether, So it was with the individual 
members of a congregation and, in 
this connection, he usked them to re- 
member, “You cannot Mjure another 
Without itgaring yourself; without 
laving struck a blow at 
worth while an your own life.” 

Mission of Church. 

Then a church to fulfll its migsion 
must Louch the lives ef men and wo- 
men that were alis® to God, It mayst 
subdue that alien material; ‘subject 
it to the mind of Christ; capture it 
for Christ. When there was extensio 
of life trom within, growth took place 
und progress became possible, it 
came to this, that the membership of 
the church ought to be born of the 
spirit ef the living God. j 

He thought they could Justity calling 
the church of Christ an organism py 
its power of adaptation, Living things 
vould adapt themselves to changed 
conditions. The church of Jesus Chast 
like everything that lived, must be 
uble to take cognizanee of the changes 
ot the day, The gospel message was 
eternal, but there were changes an 
wodes of living and as the habits of 
people ehanged, The gospel preached 
by Augustine was the gospel of Jesus 
Ohrist, but the gospel preached In 
the terms of Augustine or the terms 
of the Warly Fathers was as remote 
from the thought life of the people of 
today, ‘as day was remote from night, 
As the message must he adapted in 
its presentation to the people to whom 
it was delivered, If he (Dr, Patter- 
son) were to use the language of Billy 
Sunday they would tell him to go, yer

OPERATORS 
AND MINERS 
TO CONFER 


— 


Several Points to be Cleared up 
and Each Side Is 
Obstinate 


CALGARY, Alta., July 30.—The 
representatives of the Coal Operators’ 
Association of the Executive District, 
No. 18, of the Coal Miners’ Union, are | 
here tonight in full force. A  con- 
ference will take place tomorrow. 
Both sides, while exceedingly guarded 
in their communications, expressed 
the hope that the present trouble 
would be amicably adjusted. 

The operators, Saturday reiterated, 
the decision made that they would re- 
fuse to discuss the miners’ demand for 
a war bonus of 10 per cent. so long 
as the men in the collieries at Leth- 
bridge and elsewhere remained out 
on strike, 

Because of One Man. 

The miners’ officials said that the 
trouble at Lethbridge was on account 
of a mine boss, whose behaviour they 
considered to have been objectionable, 
‘They communicated -the offer that if 
the Galt Coal Company at Lethbridge, 
which is the employing corporation, 
would lay off this man, the men who 
are now out on strike would go back 
to work. They would then be in a 
position to discus both this project 
also and the larger issue of the bonus, 
The operators have agreed to do this, 

Although the agreement between 
the miners and the operators runs un- 
til March 31st, 1917, the miners, 
representing the cost-of living having 
advanced considerably, demand the 10 
per cent. bonus. The operators refus- 
ed to grant it, but offered, as an al- 
ternative, a bonus of 5 per cent. to 
March 31, and after that date 7 per 
eent uatil six months after peace had 
been declared. The various mining 
camps in Alberta and British Colum- 
bin voted on this proposition and re- 
jected it, 

Before another conference could be 
held the strike at Coal Creek, Fernie 
and Lethbridge occurred, The opera- 
tors refused to continue negotiations 
with these men out.

PARIS, July 30.—After a pause the 
French echelon north of the Somme 
resumed operations today, giving fur- 
ther proof of the perfection of tne 
new method by making a clean sweep 
of the German position along a three 
and a half mile front, from Harde- 
court to the River, The French troops 
in Picardy had been waiting until t 
British carried out the operations as- 
signed to them, ‘That have been satis- 
factorily completed, the centre of the 
echelon got word to move forward 
again against the German trecnheson 
on the eastesn slopes of the ravine, 
through which a light railroad runs 
from Combles to Clery. Every de- 
tail of advance had veen worked out 
with mathematical precision before- 
hand, and the ration was complet- 
ed well within the time Jimit set. The 
attacking troops met with more than 
an usual resistance from the Germans, 
who had forseen the move and had 
made every preparation in their 
power to frustrate it. The positions 
had been strengthened as well as the 
incessant rain of projectiles from the 
fleld artillery, and lareg forces of re- 
serves were gathered in the rear. 
The German reserves were hurled 
forward as soof as the French dash 
slackened, and ‘the fighting was fast 
and furlous@especially at the southern 
end of the line, where the nature of 
the ground permitted the countering 
troops to advance with some prospect 
of getting through the French curtain 
of fire, 

The French staff worked, however, 
and although the Germans struggled 
bravely and stubbornly all afternoon 
and well into the night, they failed 
to ragin any ground. Wave after 
wave of German infantry was swept 
by the well directed French machine 
gun and light artillery fire,

To be more 
specific; land in Northwestern 
Towa, on tle Missouri slope, which 
sold for $150 to $175 per acre be- 
fore the war, now sells at $200 to 
$250 an acre, Corresponding 
with the advance in price of land 
ther® has been an advance in the 
price of live stock. Hogs which 
were worth 6 to 6 1-2 cents per Ib. 
in 1914 are now worth 9 to 9 1-2 
cents. Beef that was worth 6 1-2 
to 7 1-2 cents is now worth 8 1-2 
to10 1-2 cents. It is also worthy 
of note that although prices of 
farm products in Western Canada 
have shown a corresponding ad- 
vance, the value of farm lands in 
Western Canada have shown a 
decline. 


Speaking of Royal Commissions 
and their reports it may be re- 
membered that in the summer of 
1915 Sir Charles P. Davidson was 
appointed a Royal Commissioner 
to inquire into the military pur- 
chases of horses, equipment, ete. 
He held an investigation into 
many matters, and the evidence 
showed the facts to be as already 
established before the Publie Ac- 
counts Committe of Parliament. 
In May of 1916 his commission 
was extended to inquire into the 
sale of three million rounds of rifle 
ammunition by the Militia Depart- 
ment to Colonel J. W. Allison, in 
the fall 6f 1914, the allegation be- 
ing that the department, on the 
order of the minister, sold the am- 
munition to Allison at $20 per 
thousand rounds and that Allison 
re-sold it to the British Admiralty 
at $25 per thousand rounds. These 
facts were also established before 
the commission. So far no report 
has been made by Sir Charles 
Davidson in regard to either his 
investigation into the horse pur- 
chases, ete., of last summer or 
ammunition sales of this summer. 
For what purpose was Sir Charles 
Davidson appointed a Royal Com- 
missioner? Was it in order that 
the Government should be advised 
and the public informed in regard 
to transactions of stupendous pub- 
lic interest, so that action in due 
gourse might be taken; or was he 
appointed to so far as possible 
smother the facts, in the hope that 
by delay in reporting the people 
would forget and therefore not 
insisé on action-by the Govern- 
ment? In any case, no Govern- 
ment action has been taken.

LAC LA BICHE 


The Oldest Settlement and the 
hapa Ratiroad Town on the 
Pp 


While just now Lac la Biche is the 
newest of towns and the most modern 
of summer ¢esorts, it is one of the 
oldest permanent setlements in what 
is now Alberta. But it has been 
tucked away in the woods, far from 
modern routes of travel, for so long 
that it has beeh lost sight of, and as 
well, the reasons that made it attrac- 
tive as a plade of settlement in those 
earlier days have been fergotten. 
Now that it has become a divisional 
point on the Waterways railway it 
emerges into the spotlight after years 
of eclipse, 


All along the south shore of Lac la 
Biche, both east and west from the 
town and railway station, are very old 
but well built houses, some occupied 
and some unoccupied, surrounded by 
small clearances in the poplar woods, 
some under cultivation and some ly- 
ing waste. In this newly discovered 
region there is evidence of very old 
settlement and of the presence at one 
time of a population much larger than 
it is today, If the question were ask- 
ed: When was permanent settlement 
first made at Lac la Biche? The 
answer would have to be “No one 
knows.” It took place so long ago 
that its beginnings are forgotten, 

Settlement, of course, followed 
trade, There {s no doubt that the 
fact of Lac la Biche being the centre 
of an excellent. fur and big game 
country drew the attention of the old 
North West company traders when 
they were pushing business in the lat- 
ter part of the century before last. 
The men who traded from Montreal 
to the Arctic and the Pacific in these 
years it may'be depended upon did not 
overlook such a good trading point as 
Lac la Biche, Possibly even they only 
followed in. the footsteps of the still 
earlier traders of the French regime, 
In any case the population resident 
there sixty years ago when the re- 
corded history of the settlement be- 
gins with the establishment of the 
Roman Catholic mission, were clearly 
the descendants of employees of the 
North West company—which went 
out of business hy amalgamation with 
the Hudson's Bay company in 1821 
after a successful career of nearly 
half a century. 

The attractions for settlement then 
ure evident” today. The ex-employee 
of the trading company who had 
married in the country and desired to 
remain found in the lake a supply 
of whitefish and pickerel of excellent 
quality as the basic food of his fam- 
fly, at a time when flour was un- 
known or at least did not exist in the 
country. The high banks of the lake 
were desirable for residence. Potatoes 
were easily cultivated and of excellent 
quality; ducks were numerous on the 
shores and islands and in the swampy 
lakes of the country behind; straw- 
berries, raspberries, currants and 
blueberries were abundant in their 
seagon, and furbearing animals and 
large game abounded in the country 
around, In addition to the favorable 
conditions as to food and maintenance 
there was the fact that as the lake 
was well north of the boundary of 
the prairie, ‘the settlement on its 
shores was safe from raids by the 
warlike Blackfeet. While on the 
other hand the residents of the lake 
settlement could, whenever they 
thought conditions favorable, go out 
to the plains and hunt buffalo, retiring 
home if danger threatened. 

The settlement formed under these 
conditions extended along the whole 
south shore of the lake for a distance 
of about eighteen miles, and would 
appear to have occupied portions of 
the islands as well. While the lake is 


ninety miles further north than Ed- 
monton, and the railway station is 
sixty miles further east the water 


level is 650 feet lower than the level 
of Edmonton. This lower elevation, 
with the equalizing effect of the tem- 
perature of such a large body of deep 
water, protects the cultivation along 
the shores from early frost so that 
flelds of grain of all kinds ha¥e a sea- 
son as long or longer than at Ed- 
monton, 

The situation of Lac la Biche in 
connection with the water system of 
the country no doubt had something 
to do with its early importance as a 
trading point as it had with its later 
importance as a base of northern 
transport. Lac la Biche empties into the 
Athabasca by a stream navigable for 
canoes and small boats. It is only 60 
miies from the North Saskatchewan 
at Victoria or Pakan, and the lake 
country of the Saskatchewan only 
merges into thick woods a short dis- 
tance from Lac la Biche. In the days 
when all travel and transport was by 
water this was clearly the point at 
which pack trail at first and _Aifter- 
wards cart trail connection could best 
he made between the river routes of 
the Saskatchewan and Athabasca. 
But in that 60 miles lies another river 
system altogether, the Churchill, of 
which the Beaver, rising, partly in 
Beaver lake and partly in the swampy 
country east of the Waterways rail- 
way is the head, The westerly end of 


Beaver lake is only three or four 
miles from Lac la Biche Hudson's 
Bay company's post, and it 1s 


said that in the beginning of trade 
when only water transport was used 
ganoes were brought up the Beaver 
from the eastward and _portaged 
across to Lac la Biche, Thence no 
doubt carrying on to the Upper Atha- 
basca and to Lesser Slave lake. But 
no doubt seasons of low water made 
this route very uncertain and it was 
abandoned in favor of the land por- 
tage across from the better navigation 
of the Saskatchewan as soon as horses 
for packing across were available. 
Of.the first families to settle at Lac 
la Biche the descendants of three are 
still in evidence: Ladouceur, Cardinal 
and Angers. Joseph Ladouceur re- 
calla that he has heard his grand- 
mother in telling of her younger days, 
say that then the trading post was 
where the Roman Catholic mission is 
now, and that there were rival 
traders, French and English—no 
doubt representing the North West 
and Hudson's Bay companies respec- 
tively—and that competition was very 
keen, This would probably relate to 
about the years 1800 to 1810, It is 
probable that ‘the Hudson's Ray fort 
was established at the site of the 
present buildings after the amalgama- 
tion of the trading companies in 1821. 
As already stated the available re- 
corded history of the settlement be- 


ins with the establishment of the 
oman Catholic mission at its present 
site by Rev. Fathers Tissot and 


Maisoneuve in 1853, the second mis- 
sion established in Alberta. Before 
that date missionaries from Lac Ste. 
Anne, west of Edmonton, visited and 
held services at the H. B. post twice a 
year, in November and at Haster, be- 
fore the people went out for the win- 
ter hunt and after their return, These 


visits werd made by Rev. Fathers 
Lacombe (still living) and Remas 
(deceased.) At that time Alberta 
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was included in the diocese of St. 
Boniface. 

At a later date the diocese of St. 
Albert and the diocese of Athabasca- 
Mackeiszie were established. St. Albert 
with Bishop Grandin as its head and 
Bishop Faraud as the head of Atha- 
basca-Mackengie. Although Lac 
Biche was geographically in 
dioceses of St. Albert it %,as selected 
by Bishop Faraud as his place of resi- 
dence, because it was the then most 
convenient point from which to ex- 
ercise direction of his vast charge, 
and also to be the base for transport 
of the supplies required by the far 
northern missionaries, By this date 
transportation by carts on the plains 
had superseded the canoe or York 
boat. Long before the railways were 
built or there were steamers on the 
river carts could and did haul goods 
from the head of navigation on the 
Mississippi at St. Paul to Lac la 
Biche, to be shipped next season down 
the Athabasea, in boats manned by 
the young men of the Lac la Biche 
settlement, At a still later date the 
Hudson's Bay company, which had 
followed the Long Portage route to 
the Mackenale for nearly a hundred 
years, adopted the route by way of 
steamer up the Saskatchewan river to 
Sdmonton, thence by cart to Atha- 
hasca and its rapids by scow, For 
many years their transport down the 
Athabasca was managed by Louis 
Fasneuve, of Lac la_ Biche, now de- 
ceased. The crews chiefly came from 
the same settlement. 

But’ in course of time Bishop Far- 
nud died. The progress .of the 
northern missions demanded that the 
bishop should reside within his own 
jurisdiction; and Bishop Grouard es- 
tablished the head of his diocese of 
Athabasca at Grouard on Lesser Slave 
lake, The railway to Edmonton 
brought all traffic for the north to 
Edmonton and over the wagon road 
to Athabasca, Following the death 
of Bishop Faraud, and the removal of 
the mission establishment to Grouard, 
together with the change in the route 
of the northern freight, the import- 
ance of the settlement rapidly de- 
clined, The mission had maintained 
a mill which ground flour for the set- 
tlers, This was taken down shortly 
after the removal of the bishop to 
Grouard, When flour could not be 
ground there wus no use raising 
wheat, The mission school was re- 
moved to Saddle lake Indian reserve. 
This was a further cause of discour- 
agement, and the people began to 
move away. Some joined the colony 
established by Rev. Father Lacombe 
at St. Paul de Metis, Others scattered 
as fancy led or stress of circum. 
stances compelled, For a number of 
year# the old séttlement has been 
partially deserted. Many of the old 
claims were bought up by speculators 
for trifling amounts and remain un- 
occupied, It is worth noting that the 
families representing the three orig- 
inal Nor’-Westers have remained 
when most of those who had come 
more recently had left for other loca- 
tions, Place and people were so far 
forgotten that they had almost for- 
gotten themselves, when unexpectedly 
the railroad graders appeared and in 
a few months the century old settle- 
ment that had almost p. dd out of 
existence as well as memory, becomes 

‘the latest scream in holiday-making 
for city people and a most important 


point in ,the businesa ayatqm of the 
newest country.

Who Says Ships? 

London, Eng.—Shipping values are 
still rising. Second-hand boats now 
fetch prices that would have scemed 
almost fabulous for new vessels a 
couple of years ago. Even very old 
craft command more than their or- 
iginal cost. 

Twelve months ago steamers were 
being sold at an average rate of £7 
128, per ton, but latterly sales have 
been on the basis of £20 12s. per ton 
—a jump of 171 per cent. Prices 
have ranged up to nearly £40 per ton 
for two-year-old ships, and even ves- 
sels thirty years old have fetched £27 
per ton. The profits made on sales 
are so large that many boats have 
changed hands several times during 
the past two years. 

One ten-year-old steamer, which 
was sold for £26,200 in 1914, was dis- 
posed of for £160,000 last year, and 
has lately been knocked down again 
for £140,000. Another vessel—twenty 
years of age—fetched £36,500 last 
August, £78,000 last January, and has, 
now realized £101,000, A third ship, 
built in 1891, which was priced at 
only £7,800 in 1912, sold for £21,000 
last year, and yet again for £62,000 
quite recently, 

Four other craft, the youngest ten 
years of age, which together were 
disposed of for £177,000 in 1916, have 
recently fetched £355,000. Two other 
examples may be given. One twenty- 
seven-year-old boat, which was sold 
for £45,000 in 1913, has just been dis- 
posed of for £100,000, and one 
eighteen-year-old craft, which realized 
£20,900 in 1914, has now changed 
hands for £155,000, 

All these were steamers, but sai{l- 
ing ships supply equally astounding 
instances of inflated values, In 1915 
the average rate per ton realized was 
about £4 11s8,, but this year the mean 
has been around £9 9s., an increase of 
107 per cent. Twenty-year-old ships 
and over have commanded {13 per 
ton, whilst even craft built in the 
seventies have fetched from £4 to £6 
per ton,

Keeping Liquor in Home, 


To the Bulletin: (1) Can a man get 
ony quantity of lHquors from B.C, 
without being arested, if it is for his 
private use. (2) What quantity can be 
kept in his private house? 

W.A., Bt. Albert. 


(1) There is nothing in the Liquor 
Act to prohibit any person from hav- 
ing in his dwelling house any quantity 
of liquor, but Section 55 provides that 
the fact that there is on any premises 
more liquor than is reasonably requir- 
ed for a person and his family not ex- 
ceeding one quart of spirits and two 
gallons of malt liquor shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence of the uniawful 
sale and keping for sale, Therefore, 
you may get any quantity of lMquor 
from another province, but the mo- 
ment you get it, you will be liable to 
a prosecution if it exceeds the above 
quantities and you will haye to prove 
that you are innocent of selling or 
keeping for sale, 


(2) A Calgary magistrate has Meld 
that the having of a larger quantity in 
a dwelling house was sufficiently ac- 
counted for in the case which came 
before him, It remains to be seen 
whether other magistrates in the pro-

Editor Bulletin: 


Sir,—-In view of even a mild form 
of epidemic would it not be wise for 
the city authorities to look into the 
housing problem of the people who 
have congeegated during the past 
three years In the vicinity of Mill 
Creek on the Strathcona road, The 
condition ‘of things existent in this 
settlement is anything but sanitary. 
Some two hundred shacks are built in 
a area of about one-third of a mile, 
chiefly along the creek bottom and on 
the higher land around, The water 
supply is taken from one pump or 
from the creek, and the creek itself 
is polluted with’ refuse from the 
neighborhgod, besides which the 
sewer fs laid in the creek bottom, and 
is liable to become @ menace (the 
pipes are exposed on the surface ani 
this last spring one of them had 
burst). Apart’ from this condition of 
things these people have been allowed 
to squat in this teritory after being 
turned off the Hudapgn’s Bay estate, 
ond other properties at the time when 
said preverties were belng opened up 
for sale, and unless some measures are 
taken by the authorities this condition 
will exist indefinitely and become an 
eyesore to an otherwise beautiful 
neighborhood, Now, Sir, I maintain 
this is the time for the city to get busy 
on a problem for the betterment of ita 
citizens. There is land owned by the 
city lying waste which could be util- 
ized for just such a purpose as this. 
And this land could be laid out in 
such a way togive every utility to 
these people, and bring in a revenue 
providing for them a better mode o 
existence, They would also be made to 
contribute toward the taxation of the 
city and would have a voice in its af- 

irs, instead of which the money
